Yields in 1941 have been very 
0 bushels with 20 to 30 quite 
common, but bafley is a “new 
crop for Alabama and it will be 
well to “play safe.” 

Summer drought that usually 
cuts corn yields does not affect 
barley which makes its main 
growth during the late winter and 
spring when ample moisture is 
usually present. This fact alone 
gives barley a great advantage 
over corn. Other advantages in- 
clude the fact that barley re- 
quires no cultivation thus reduc- 
ing the labor required to make 
the crop, occupies the land dur- 
ing the winter affording some 
erosion control, may be grazed 
late in the spring, and fits into 
rotation with other crops like 
oats. Under the Alabama con- 
servation plan barley counts as 
one of the erosion resisting and 
soil conserving crops, to which 25 
percent of the total farm crop- 
land must be planted annually. 
Plantings of barley must be made 
before November 80 to qualify 
under the plan.

valued land, on most farms seed 
saving, according to J. C. Lowery, 
Extension agronomist, and H. R. 
Albrecht, associate agronomist of 
the Alabama Experiment Station, 
should be a regular practice. 

Lowery pointed out that a half- 
acre seed patch of oats can be 
harvested with a cradle and if it 
only yields 80 bushels will pro- 
vide enough seed to plant seven 
acres next fall. One acre of 
crimson clover, yielding 250 
pounds would be enough to seed 
1214 acres; one acre of Willam- 
ette vetch, yielding 400 pounds 
per acre, should be enough to 
seed 13 acres;a half-acre of 
white Dutch clover well fertilized 
but not grazed for six or eight 
weeks in the spring should pro- 
duce enough seed for 10 to 15 
acres of pasture; two acres of 
sericea can be cut for hay in May 
or June and then allowed to make 
enough seed to sow six or eight 
acres at a heavy rate. 

Other crops which should be 
considered for their seed saving 
possibilities include winter le- 
gumes such as hairy and Mon- 
antha vetch and blue lupine; pas- 
ture plants including black medic, 
hop clover, Kentucky and or- 
chard grass; grains such as bar- 
ley, wheat and rye; grasses In-

Plant from now 
until October 15 for best results, 
using 200 to 400 pounds of sup- 
erphosphate or 300 to 600 pounds 
of basic slag and 50 pounds of 
muriate of potash per acre at 
planting. Plan to apply 225 
pounds of nitrate of soda, or its 
equivalent, March 1.

“Those receiving a grade of fifty 
per cent or more satisfy Navy ed- 
ucational standards.” 

“Naturally, a high school edu- 
cution is helpful in the Navy, just 
as it is in civilian life,” points 
out Mr. Bryan, 

“There are certain advantages 
for the high school graduate in 
the Navy,” said Mr. Bryan, “He 
has a wider background to call 
upon in earning advancement in 
position and pay. For example, 
men who are proficient in Eng- 
lish may be sent to one of the 
Navy’s communications or cleri- 
cal schools. Recruits with a knowl- 
edge or aptitude for handling 
tools might be marked for trade 
or engineering courses. Men with 
college educations may qualify 
for midshipmen’s training courses 
in the Naval Reserve and after 
their schooling period they will 
report for active duty as officers 
with the rating of ensigns. 

“The Navy has four excellent 
trade schools to which new re- 
cruits in either the regular Navy 
or the Naval Reserve may be sent 
after a training period, providing 
they pass entrance examinations 
with sufficiently high grades. At 
these schools they will be trained 
in any one of nearly fifty skilled 
trades or vocations to which 
their aptitudes suit them and will 
receive free schooling valued at 
hundreds of dollars in addition to 
their regular Navy pay. Such an 
education is valuable for advance-

Nothing could be more practical 
or blessed for and in the life and 
service of the believer than an un- 
derstanding of the person and work 
of the Holy Spirit; yet it is a subject 
concerning which most Christians 
are woefully ignorant, 

Before taking up the work of the 
Spirit as it appears in our lesson, 
we should understand that the Holy 
Spirit is a person, not an influence 
which may exert itself upon a serv 
ice, or a power which a man may 
obtain and use, He—the Spirit—is 
one of the Trinity, with the at- 
tributes of a person, doing the work 
of a person and always referred to 
as a person in Scripture. (When 
‘it’' is used of the Holy Spirit in 
the A.V. it will be found to be cor- 
rected to him” in the R.V.) 

What then does this divine person 
do? The work of creation was His 
as one of the Godhead. He regen- 
erates, He teaches, He comforts, He 
leads, He calls and qualifies Chris 
tian workers, He is the divine 
author of the Bible. These and 
many other things He does, this One 
who indwells the believer as the 
ever-present Guide and Counselor 
The Christian is 

I, Born of the Spirit (John 3:5-8 


The new birth is indispensable to 
entrance into the kingdom of God 
We either enter that way or we do 
not enter at all. Let’s be clea 
about that, ‘‘Ye must be bornagain 
is not the edict of a church or the 
plea of a preacher; it is the plain 
statement of our Lord 
(v, 5). 

The Holy Spirit is indispensable to 
regeneration. We must be born of 
the Spirit. How it takes place we 
can no more explain than the coming 
or going of the wind, but just as 
the power of the wind is known to 
us by clear evidence, so the regen- 
erating power of the Spirit, myste 
rious though it be in operation, is 
known to us by the evidences of re- 
deeming grace in a man’s life. 

II, Empowered by the Spirit 
(Acts 1:8). 

Spiritual birth calls for service for 
Christ. For that we must have the 
power of the Holy Spirit. A man 
may do many ordinary things in the 
strength of his own body and 
mind (although even these ought 
always to be under the Spirit’s con- 
trol), but when he comes to wit- 
nessing for Christ, teaching or 
preaching God's Word, he must 
have Holy Spirit power or he is ut- 
terly ineffective. 

Ili. Directed by the Spirit (Rom. 
8: 26-28). 


The guidance of the Holy Spirit, 
especially in the matter of prayer, 
is stressed in these verses, but they 
are a part of a longer passage deal: 
ing with the indwelling, enabling, 
and guiding power of the Holy 
Spirit (read vv, 9-14). Every detail 
of life in the home, at business, or 
in social relations should be in con: 
scious submission to His leading. 

It is in the realm of the spiritual, 
however, that we find ourselves 
peculiarly infirm (v. 26), and this 
shows itself especially in “prayer— 
‘we know not how to pray as we 
ought.”’ Then the Spirit in the 
Christian makes intercession. How 
blessed! ‘The practical meaning of 
these profound words seems to be 
that the divine Spirit, by His im- 
mediate influence in the saint's soul, 
which becomes as it were the organ 
of his own address to the Father, 
secures the rightness of the essence 
of the saint's prayer. To our under- 
standings such intercessions with 
groanings which cannot be uttered, 
take the form of desires of ours, 
inspired and secured by Him, In 
any special case of prayer, the saint 
may or may not use words; but any- 
wise the root-desires tht underlie 
the prayer, being the Hoy Spirit's 
promptings, are unutterable to the 
full. In the heart the Father sees 
below the surface of our ignorance 
the sacred longings which are the 
expression of the Spirit's influence’’ 
(H. C, G. Moule). 

IV. Walking in the Spirit (Gal. 5: 
22-26). 

Being born again of the Spirit, 
living daily*by the Spirit, it is right 
that (as v. 25 puts it) “if we live 
by the Spirit, let us also walk by 
the Spirit.’ The works of the flesh, 
horrible in their wickedness and 
lust, are listed in the verses preced- 
ing (vv. 19-21), and then by striking 
contrast we have the fruit of the 
Spirit in the life of the Christian. 
Note the distinction: Work is some- 
thing we produce; fruit is some- 
thing that grows. 

Walking in the Spirit the Chris- 
tian finds in his life the inward 
graces of love, joy, and peace. 
These then express themselves out- 
wardly in longsuffering, kindness, 
goodness, faithfulness, meekness, 
and self-control. The Spirit-filled 
man is not only a good man; he 
lives a good life.

PLANT MORE OATS 

A good feed program is the 
basis of every good farm program 
and is more important now than 
éver before, You should plant 
more oats this fall because: 

1. Our country needs more 
pork, milk and eggs. Oats will 
furnish a good part of the feed 
needed to increase the production 
of these commodities. 

2. Oats, if planted 
vember 30, will help you earn 
your AAA payment. Our county 
will be unable to secure the Aus- 
trian winter pea seed needed to 
plant our required acreage. 

3. Oats are the cheapest and 
surest feed crop that can be grown 
in Coffee County. 

4, Oats protect the soil from 
erosion in winter and spring. 

5. Oats can be removed in time 
for another crop to be grown on 
the same land. 

The Alabama Extension Service 
offers the following suggestions 
on planting oats: 

1. Plant before November 15. 
The earlier the better. 

2. Plant at least 2 bushels of a 
red rust-resistant variety per 
acre, using seed only after they 
have been treated from ‘smut” 
with formaldehyde. 

3. Oats following crops well 
fertilized need no fertilizer, On 
other land 300-400 pounds of 3-8-5 
or 4-10-7 will pay, By all means 
top-dress with 100-300 pounds of 
nitrate of soda or its equivalent 
the latter part of February or the 
first of March, Oats can be graz- 
ed up until this time. 

4, On average cropland prep- 
aration is not necessary, Use a 
drill or broadcast and turn with 
turning plow. 

5. Oats may be harvested with 
crdinary mowing machine or 
with the old fashioned cradle. The 
Agent is of the opinion that com- 
bines will also be availabie, 

Treat your oat seed for control 
of “smut” as follows: 

1. Obtain a quart sprayer. 

2. Use one pint of 40 per cent 
formaldehyde for each 50 bushels 
of seed. 

3. Pour oats on clean floor, 
canvas or in a tight wagon bed. 

4. Pour the formaldehyde from 
the bottle into the sprayer; fill 
the bottle with water and pour 
into the sprayer. 

5. Shovel oats from one pile to 
another giving one good squirt of 
the solution to each shovelful of 
oats and cover with sacks which 
have been sprayed inside and out 
with the formaldehyde. 

6. Leave oats covered 
hours or over night.

BETTER MILK AND CREAM 
RESULT OF PROPER CARE 


With small dairy herds com- 
prised of two to a half-dozen cows 
coming into the Alabama agricul- 
tural scene more prominently than 
ever, a few tips on how to take 
care of milk and cream are of- 
fered by F. W. Burns, extension 
dairyman, Auburn: 

1. Milk clean, healthy cows in 
2 clean, well-ventilated place, us- 
ing a partly-covered, small-top 
milk bucket. Milk with clean dry 
hands. 

2. Strain and cool milk as soon 
as possible. Set the milk in a 
cool airy place. Keep milk and 
cream in a well-ventilated place, 
free from insects, rats, dirt, dust 
and odors. 

3. Rinse utensils, wash, scald 
with boiling water, dry, sun and 
air promptly. Scrub them with a 
brush—not a dish rag. Don't dry 
utensils with a towel but invert 
them and !et them dry themselves. 

4. Market cream at least three 
times a week in summer and 
twice a week in winter.

To encourage seed producers of 
the Pacific Northwest to increase 
by 50 per cent their 1942 acreage 
to be harvested for seed in 1942, 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion has announced that it will 
support prices for top grade seed 
as follows: 

Austrian winter peas, 5e 4 
pound; hairy vetch, 10c; Willam- 
ette vetch, 6.5¢; common vetch, 
5e; erimson clover, 10c (11.5¢ 
east of Mississippi river); and rye 
grass, 5c, ‘i 

Seed purchased by Commodity 
Credit Corporation will be trans- 
ferred to the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration to be offer- 
ed farmers in Southern and Hast 
Central States in lieu of payments 
under the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program. 

“The present defense emergency

Points Out Need 


Better Sanitation 


The Coffee County Sanitation 
project sponsored by the Board of 
Education and the Health Depart- 
ment has gone far in improving 
g#enitary conditions at our county 
schools, It is now urged that the 
schools and community cooperate 
to teach the children the care 
reeded to maintain good sanitary 
conditions, 

In his talk to the county teach- 
ers at their monthly meeting on 
Thursday, October 16, Superin- 
tendent of Schools A, C. Dunaway 
placed the responsibility for main- 
tenance upon the principal of the 
schoo] and pointed out that an oc- 
casional coat of paint would help 
not only to protect the seats- and 
lids, but would also help the chil- 
dren to respect and to better ap- 
preciate what they have, 


This is important In order that 
the example of better sanitation 
Set at our schools may be spread 
more successfully through our 
1rura] areas where primitive lack 
of sanitation continues to cause 
unnecessary sickness. This need- 
less sickness affects adults as 
well as children, Our children fail 
to progress satisfactorily in their 
school work. Much of the illiter- 
acy which right now prevents 
many of our men from serving In 
the army may be traced to homes 
where the hookworm reduced the 
father’s ability to earn a living 
and reduced the ability of the chil- 
dren to learn even when they were 
allowed to go to school. 

For efficient living, for raising 
a crop, for learning in school, for 
the defense of our country, we 
need men, women and children 
free from the sabotage of hook- 
worm. 

Everyone who can help needs 
to test their patriotism in the 
light of their deeds. Poor sanita- 
tion for many years has been one 
of the factors which has _ held 
back progress in the South. Hu- 
man life has been held cheap and 
considered not worth saving at 
the cost of dollars needed for 
building sanitary—toitets; protect- 
ed wells, and screened homes, In 
& pioneer community with fami- 
lies living far apart the need for 
sanitation was not so great. When 
it became needed it was not un- 
derstood by the people who could 
make it possible. 

Today the people who have 
helped build the country, the old- 
er substantia] citizens need to ask 
themselves if they are not also re- 
sponsible for helping to hold it 
back. 

We canrot consider ourselves 
modern when primitive conditions 
cause six out of ten of our school 
children to suffer from hookworm 
disease. 

Ten thousand people in Coffee 
County have received the protec- 
tion against typhoid fever as giv-. 
cn by vaccination during the past 
two years. We have had only one 
ceath during that time whereas 
twenty years ago over twenty 
Ceaths from typhoid were not un- 
common, 

We now know that the open toi- 
let increases the danger of infan- 
tile paralysis. Seven children have 
become crippled from the disease 
in Coffee County during the past 
sixteen months. We have a vac- 
cine to help prevent .typhoid fe- 
ver, but we have no vaccine to 
prevent infantile paralysis or the 
colitis that is the chief cause of 
our infants’ deaths. 

New sanitary toilets or septic 
tanks have been built at fourteen 
of our schools. The W. P. A. pro- 
ject has just started for a group 
of 73 standard sanitary toilets at 
73 private farm homes owned by 
private individuals. Other requests 
for sanitary toilets have been re- 
ceived and will be acted upon as 
soon as possible, but the present 
project must be completed before 
another can be started. 

One hundred fifty more toilets 
need to be built in Enterprise.

IN HARD-FOUGHT CONTEST 
On Elba Field last Thursday 
night a well-coached and hard- 
fighting Union Springs football 
eleven gave the Blba Tigers the 
kind of competition they had been 
hoping for.
